The storm of Sunday was remarkable in 
the upper part of the state for the vividness 
of its lightning, the superb heaviness of its 
thunder. the torrents of rain and gusts of 
hail and wind. In the lower part of the 
state it was no less remarkable forits deadli- 
ness, and for the terrors of its whirling winds. 
The death roll of this Sabbath night storm, 
into the hundreds, but the 
list is not yet completed. It is to be feared 
that away from the towns or villages, in the 
depths of forests, many a lonely home was 
destroyed, and many a human life lost, 
the swift records of the wire have not

beyond an unnatural sultriness that was notice- 
able about dusk all over Atlanta there was no pre- 
monition of the terrific electric display that was or- 
dained for the night. 
At 10 o'clock the horizon as faras could he seen 
was of inky blackness, cut with frequent flashes of 
lightning that was dazzling in their unearthly 
brightness, the whole sky was overcast and night 
wasalmost literally made into day by the electric 
display. Thelightning was blinding and continu 
ousand the roll of the thunderas the unbroken swell 
of*an immense organ. The telephone in all 
parts of the city rang incessantly, In many Cases 
persons were roused from sleep and sprung from 
bed under the belief thatthe house was ov fire. 
Hundreds of families arose, dressed, turned up the 
lights and gathered in one room to wait for whatever 
mighthappen. Peering through the windows, one 
eould see across the street with perfect distinctness, 
and trace the features ofa man hurrying through 
the storm as clearly asby day. A book of ordinary 
print could have been read, the falling of the light

The mornivg broke 
balmy and beautiful, and the terrible scenes of the 
night seemed to these who looked on the freshness 
and tranquillity of the dawn, as a nigntinare that 
was born of sleep and passed away with awaken- 
ing.

Probably ng heaviest lass sustained fell upon Mr 
S. P. Richards, the Whitehall bookstore man. This 
genileman's stock was almost entirely destroyed, 
and the universal verdict of the booksellers of the 
city, who have sseni*"his stock, is that his 
joss will not fall short of $3,500. Mr. Richards 
oceu pies theground floor of a two story building 
owned by Mr. Holbrook. The secondstory of the 
building is cceupied by Dr, Thompson, dentist, 
who also lost beavily by the storm. The roof of 
the building, it appears from the statement of 
Mr. Richards’s clerks, is fiat and 
has but one outlet’’ for wa- 
ter. This was not enough, and the rain went 
through the roof down to the second floor. Hereit 
spoiled Dr. Thompsou’s carpet and chairs and other 
furniture, and then began to drip through this 
floor into the store below. Finally the dripping 
began to stream, and yesterday morning when Mr. 
Richards’s clerks opened the front door they were 
confrontea with a flood. Upon the floor the water 
stood fully threeinches deep, while it still came 
down from the ceiling above in a shower. The 
counters were packed with books, the showcases 
and shelves were stacked with hand- 
some volumes of choice literary 
productions, and all of these were ruined. Some 
idea of the extent of the damage may be formed by 
the statement that the water penetrated and satu- 
rated a pile of wrapping paper, seven or eight 
inches thick, on the counter. Some of the hand- 
somest and costiiest books published were alyeo- 
lutely ruiued while picture frame; and other ar- 
ticles of beauty and value were almost completely 
destroyed. At present it is almost impossible to ap- 
proximate Mr. Richards’s loss, 
Mi. Auderson’s grocery store on Marietta street, 
was flooded but only the goods on the floor suffer- 
ed as the rain beat in under the door. Several 
other merchants in various parts of the town 
opened their doors to be greeted by a flood of water 
butin no other instapee was there a loss of much 
consequence, 
A three-room cottage on Fine street, occupied by 
Lem Jones, a colored man, was partly unroofed but 
noone was injured. Two} houses, one on Peters 
street, and one on Elm street. were moved slightly. 
Mr. Mike Maher lost quite a number of young 
shade trees which were blown down, and in many 
other parts of the city trees Were uprooted. 
The Bonanza saloon was also flooded. The pipe 
which conducted the water from the roof choked 
up and tie water accumulated and soaked through 
the roof. The handsomely frescoed ceiling was 
ruined. 
Nearly every dam on Sugarcreek was wasued 
away, entailing quite a loss upon mill owners. 
Strange to say no one was hurt during the storm, 
and nvinstance of a serious lightning stroke has 


railroad schedules. In addition to those delays re- 
ported in the dispatches the Georgia Pacific was in- 
terfered with by damage done a bridge at Heflin’s 
station, but workmen were engaged on ‘the struc- 
ture last nightand allis now well. On the Western 
road of Alabama the bridge across Red Clay creek 
was found to be unsafe and no trains came up yés- 
terday or last night. The train, however, went 
down as far as Opelika yesterday afternoon, but no 
train left the city last night. The bridge is a tem- 
porary one which is being used while the iron 
bridge is going up. To-day the bridge will be made 
passable and trains will resume their runs on sched- 
ule time. 


In the State. 

It is impossible at. present to trace accu- 
rately the course of the storm that swept 
through Georgia on Sunday night. It un 
doubtedly entered the state near Eufaula, 
swept acrossto Dougherty county, ptshing 
northeasterly through Dooly and Dodge 
counties, then swerving about due north and 
leaving the state through Elbert county, 
touching at Crawford in Ozgle- 
thorpe county. It did not extend as far south 
as Thomasville or Valdosta, nor as far west- 
ward as Tennille in Washington county. The 
indications are that it followed’ the 
general direction of the cyclones 
of the past few years in Georgia, which 
have usually come into the state near Harris 
county, moved up southeast of Macon, and 
out of thestate north of McDuffie county. 

The rain was general over the state and 
inprecedented in volume and persistence.

A HARROWING SCENE. 

At Woodruffs,not a half mile further on,thescense 
was soul-harrowing. When the debris was cleared, 
a group of five, Mr. and Mrs. Woodruff,twochildren, 
one a two weeks old babe, which wes locked in its 
mother’s arms and a nurse were foundina space 
not ten feet Wide. Woodruff and hiscousin, Brown 
Burkhatter, thirteen years old, were sleeping in an 
adjoining room. When the crash came the husband 
hastened to his wife and all were killed by a falling 
chimney. Burkhalter escaped with noinjury. At

THE DESTRUCTION IN WORTH, 
Special to The Constitution. 
ALBANY, April 23.—Reports from Worth to-night 
thow great cestruction in the track of the cyclone. 
An immense amount of timber is prostrated in the 
vicinity of Isabe!la Station. S.R. Weston, of Al- 
bany, has three thousand acres of timber blown 
down. Nine cabins are prostrated and one laborer 
was crilicaly wounded. Particulars from Worth 
are meagre. In pathways of the storm a large num- 
ber of cattle waskilled, pouluryin the yards and 
birds of all kinds. The wohnded on Putney’s 
place will number twenty or morecolored, several 
it is thought, fatally. The storm was the most dis- 
asirous cver known. Pi.etrees were stripped of 
bark, stumps unrooted. Nothing could withstood 
its force. The direction of -the storm was nearly 
from west to east, inclined to northwest. 

TWO CLOUDS ABOVE QUITMAN. 
QUITMAN April 23 —A very brisk wiaod commenc 
ed yesterday morning and continued until this 
morning.

Sharpsburg. Quite a force have been sent up the 
road to repair the damage, but itis thought it will 
be at least three days before traius can run through.

ALONG THE EAST TENNESSEE ROAD.

STOCK BRIDGE, April 23 —The storm last night was 
general [ram Atlantato Macon.

THE TRAIN DITCHED. 

We had nothing tointerrupt us to McDonough, 
| Which point we reached on time; here we received 
& telegram stating a freight train had been ditched 
in @ warhout near  Hollingsworth’s’ mills, 
but our pass@ngers would be transferred. A few 
minutes after lefving McDonough our train came 
toa sudden halt on the long trestle over Pates’s 
creek, Together With Conductor Gu riley, I crawled 
over the engine and went forward to see what was 
the matter, dn one hundred feei of where our train 
had been so suddenly stopped by a skillful and ex- 
perienced engineer, a bent of this high trestle had 
been undermined and dropped six inches, While we 
were @xamining it the heavy timbers cracked like 
pistol shots and sunk three inches. 
Many fine fish ponds were washed away, and thou- 
sands of fish from the o'd ponds were washed on 
land and destroyed. Many were caught by the 
peck. There are several washouts between this 
pointand Ailanta, The energetic supervisor, J. T, 
Lindsay, is hard at work with a large force o 
hauds, and will have the track all right and trains 
running by Wednesday. 

LOWER THAN THE HILLS IN DALTON.

DaLTton, April 23.—The heaviest rain known here 
for a long time fell lastnight. It began about dark, 
and the fast fluating clouds aroused fears that there 
would beacyelone. The clouds were very low— 
lower than the tops of the surrounding hills. The 
wind was very high, but uot high enovgh to do 
any considerable damage in this immediate yicini- 
ity. The rain fell in torrents until 
midnight, and the streams all over the county are 
swollen, many of them out of their banks, and 
damaging the crops. Conductors on the Western 
and Atlantic, and onthe East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia, report therivers and the creeks along 
their lines very high and the farmers apprehensive 
of much loss. Many fences between here and Chat- 
tanooga are down and some between here and 
Rome. The storm was accompanied by terrible 
thunderand almost incessant lightning. Several 
trees wele struck near here.

THE KILLED AND WOUNDED

Two persons were so mangled as to be unrecogniz- 
able. and several others whose names could 
not be obtained in the confusion. A little boy 
was found in the woods several hundred yards 
away unhurt, Wesson, except in the locality men- 
tioned, ‘suffered little, except a general destruc- 
tion of fences and trees. The dead will be buried 
to-morrow. Beauregard was visited last evening. 
It is only one mile above here and lay in the direct 


path of the cyclone. It is absolutely 
appalling. Beauregard is no more.. 
It is in truth a mass of 


ruins. It is with difficulty that ome can ride 
through, so thickly are the trees strewn across the 
road. There is not a house of any character stand- 
ing in the place. Two brick stores, of Thomson & 
Co., and McDaniel & Co., the largest in the place, 
are sweptaway. The timber is scattered for miles 
around, Even out in the country, two and a half 
miles, the dwellings were swept away. 
TEN PERSONS KILLED IN STARKVILLE.

STARKVILLE, April 28 —One of the most destruct- 
ve cyclones that ever struck this country passed 
two miles north of here yesterday evening about 2 
o'clock, blowing -houses all to pieces, fences and 
trees, killing a negro woman and child, also wound- 
ing several whites and blacks that will probably 
die. Those that are damaged are Dr. E. P. Connell, 
Dr. J. 8.

DEATH OF MR. W. W. WOODRUFF. 

GrirFin, April 23.—Spalding county and, I 
may add, Georgia, has suffered a severe loss 
by the death of W. W. Woodruff, Sr., which 
event took place about 8}4 o’clock last night, 
at his residence, Vineyard, three miles north 
of Griffiu; and in view of his extensive ac- 
quaintance and large circle of relatives and 
friends throughout the state and elsewhere, 
it is not inappropriate to accompany this an- 
nouncement with a brief reference to his lite 
and character. 

Mr. Woodruff was born in New Hartford, 
Conn., November 27th, 1817, and was, there- 
fore, at the time of his death, about 66 years 
of age. He came to Georgia while 
yet in bis teens about the year 1836, and in 
1839 took up his permanent residence in Grif- 
fin, where in 1843 he was made a mason, and 
became a fost active, useful and prominent 
builder up of the lodges in that city. 

He was for many years a well known and 
extensive dealer in carriages, etc., and his 
Concord buggies and Woodruff wagons were 
famous all over manysections of the south, 
for their excellent wearing qualities and adap- 
tability to uses. 

The late war bereft him of much accumula- 


ted evidences of material prosperi- 
ty, and other adverse circumstan- 
ces tended to defeat his laudable 


ambitions, but he manfully surmounted the 
most appalling difficulties and about ten 
years ayo he began what bas since culminated 
in that great success, ‘‘The Woodruff Fruit 
Farm.”’ In fact, in the face of croaking 
friends and the sneering slings of enemies of 
progress, he pushed forward in his own quiet 
way tothe accomplishment of his purposes. 


‘He was, in fact, in acertain respect, the pio- 


neer of fruit farmers in Georgia and did more, 
perhaps, to blaze the way and build up that 
industry in a practical way than any other 


man in the state. He took great in- 
terest in agricultural and fruit 
growers’ associations, and the records of 
such associations fer the past many years 


bear evidence of his prompt attendance and 
great usefulness, 
He wasa man of indomitable energy, en- 
larged ideas, and eminently practical, as well 
of reliable and sincere in all his dealings. 
He died, as he had lived, a sincere Christian, 
a wanm friend and hospitable, useful and 
respected citizen. ‘May he rest in peace.

SLAIN BY HiS NEPHEWS. 


Au Old Man In Iredeil County Is Shot to Death by 
Two Boye. 
Prom the Charlotte Observer. 

Mr. John Redman, an old citizen of Iredell 

county, was killed by two of his nephews, 
sons of Mr. Absalom Redman, onthe morn- 
ingof the 18th inst., in a quarrel over the 
jividing line between their lands. Some 
few weeks ago asurveyor was employed to 
divide the land and a dispute arose between 
the Redman family over the course of a cer- 
tain line. A few days afterwards, however, 
the two sons of Mr. Absalom Redman, com- 
menced to move the fence on to the line as 
run by the surveyor, when the wife of John 
Redman came out and ran the boys away, 
She was armed with a gun and fired on the 
boys. On the morning of the fatal difficulty, 
they procured agun and started out deter- 
mined to build the fence as they had started 
it. They had scarcely commenced work, 
when their uncle, John Redman, came out 
and made un attack on them, when a generai 
fight ensued. The uncle drew a knife and 
endeavored to cut the boys, but they warded 
him off for the third time, when still persist- 
ipg in his endeavors to cut them, one of the 
boys picked up the gun and discharged its 
contents into Mr. Redman’s body. He fell to 
the ground, whien it is stated the second 
nephew jumped on him and beat him until 
he was dead. 
Mr. Jas. T. Anderson, the coroner of Ire- 
dell county, went out to the scene of the 
murder, which is some distance from States- 
ville, last Thursday to hold an inquest. The Red- 
mans are afamily noted for their lawlessness, 
and further and more serious troubles are ex- 
pected to result from the tragic killing ot the 
old man. . His son was in Statesville on the 
morning of the killing and was fearfully in- 
censed against the boys and their father when 
the news reached him. Within the knowl- 
edge of the oldest citizens of Iredell, there 
has never been a session of the superior court 
but some member of the Redman family was 
on trial for some violation of the laws. 

Absalom Redman, the father of the two 
boys who murdered the old man, is a Baptist 
minister. The boys were arrested and held in 
custody to await the result ef the coroner's 
inquest. Their plea will be that they killed 
their uncle in self-defense,

THE PUBLIC ROADS. 


The grand jury of Pike county calls atten- 
tion in its presentments to the condition of 
the public roads inthat section. Th's con- 
dition is not materially different from that of 
the roads in other sections of thestafe, which 
is bad enough; but the grand jury of Pike 
doesn't content itself with merely referring 
to the condition of the roads. It makes some 
worthy of attention 


el 


suggestions which ere 
because they are suggestions, if for no other 
reason. Here, forinstance, is a very neatsum- 
ming up: 

' “Not only does the condition of the public 
roads reflect the character of the civilization 
of a country, but also mirrors the character 
of the people for industry, intelligence, econ- 
omy and thrift, Bad roads, like bad whisky, 
notonly make bad morals, but like bad 
whisky, impose upon the people taxes heavy, 
onerous, end if we only pause to contemp.ate 
them, perfectly appalling. There is perhaps 
no tax so useless, so burdensome, and about 
wich thereis so much galling friction as 
the tax imposed by bad roads, It is a tax 
upon mind, muscle, morals, and material— 


_ pon man, beast and yebicie, upon time and 


, upon all things animate and inanimate 
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that travel the highways. Grade, surface 
drain and solidify the public highways, and 
a team that now takes to market 1,000-pounds 
could with equal facilities take 1,500 to 2,000 
pounds, thus almost doubling capacity. Or 
when 12 hours are now required to travel 4 
given distance 6 to 7 hours would be amply 
sufficient, thus saving much valuable time. 
And whether time is money or not, when 
rightly used it is certainly the essence of 
prosperity and the very soul of political 
economy.” ~~. 

There is certainly no greater farce than the 
present system of working the roads in Geor- 
gia and elsewhere in thesouth. Itisa relic 
of carelessness and thoughtlessness, Plough- 
ing out ditches and piling clay upon clay are 
methods that are not calculated to make good 
roads, and the resuit is that the roads are 
growing steadily worse all over the state, ex- 
cept in sections where the saving presence of 
sand exerts a conservative influence. 

But the question is, how to finda remedy? 
The grand jury of Pike suggest that the leg- 
islators of that section be requested to frame 
a measure with suitable provisions authori- 
zing Pike county to levy a certain tax upon 
each voter in the county subject to road du- 
ty, to be called a road tax, and to be placed in 
the hands of the county commissioners 
for the employment of road hands and a‘com- 
petent superintendent and overseer for the 
same—those who prefer to do so having the 
privilege of working out the tax on the roads. 
The grand jury merely suggests this plan 
without recommending it, but it must be 
clear that the result of any experiment, @ow- 
ever awkward, could not be worse than the 
results of the miserably inefficient system 
now in vogue. At- the same time, it is well 
for the people most interested to understand 
that no improvement cf the public roads is 
worth making unless it be in some measure 
or degree related to permanent improvements. 
This may seem to be costly, but it is cheap in 
comparison to the sums of money and labor 
annually thrown away upon the roads. 

THE POSTAL REVENUES. 

The postoffice department does not antici- 
pate a large deficiency in the postal revenues 
next year on account of the reduction of let- 
ter postage. The estimate, says Mr. Hazen, 
the third assistant postmaster general, made 
before the reduction was provided for, 
amounted to $50,670,456. That was based upon 
the supposition that the revenues would he 
ten percent greater than for the current fiscal 
year—a supposition which was fully justified 
by the facts that the receipts increased at the 
rate of 13 8-10 per cent last year. Now, sup- 
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pose that the reduction of postage 
should cause no increase in the 
volume of business—which wou'd be 
a violent assumption and _ in flat 
contradiction to all experience — and 
suppose too that the revenue sho not be 


benefitted at all by the adoption of the plan 
of sending circulars in sealed envelopes, even 
then the falling off would be only $10,250,000, 
and the revenues would be more than $40,- 
000,000. The appropriations amount in round 
numbers to $43,000,000, and the deficit would 
theretore be less than $3,000,000, If it exceed 
that sum it will not be on account of the gross 
revenue of the department, but because con- 
gress in read justing the salaries of postmasters, 
raised the scale of salaries on about three- 
fourths of the offices of the country, leaving 
only the large offices to pay over any balance 
whatever. This readjustment of salaries 
should not be charged up in the popular 
mind as reduction of postage. The two should 
be kept distinct in the accounts of the depart- 
ment, so that the people can see at the end of 
the next fiscal year just what was due to one 
and what to the other. As a rule reduction of 
postage does not long involve reduction of 
revenue. 
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THE COW QUESTION TO-DAY. 
The voters of Atlanta should not forget that 
to-day an important local issue is to be set- 
tled. Weare called on to elect a governor 
and to define the status ofthe cow in At 
lanta. The state matter is not contested, but 
the cow question kas long beena bone of con- 
tention, so long’ that all its points are well un- 
derstood by every citizen. We need not there- 
fore take up room with a presentation of the 
issue. We simply desire to urge e very citizen 
to fo to the polls to-day, and yote upon the 
jfuestion. The vote to be taken.to-day will 
and will 
doubtless be respected. The council submit 
an ordinance for ratification or rejection. This 
ordinance provides that after the first day 
of June next cows shall not have the free- 
dom of the streets of an otherwise ambi- 
tious and orderly city. If the voter thinks 
they should, he should cast a ballot bearing 
the words: ‘‘No Cow Law;”’ if he is in favor 
of compelling cow-owners to take care of their 
cows as they do their horses, mules hens or 
other bipeds or quadruples, then he will 
write on his ballot, *‘Cow Law.”’ The issue is 
too simple and plain for argument; but sim- 
ple and plain as it is, it isa matter that in- 
volyes the cleanliness and safety and good ap- 
pearance of the streetsof the city. Noone 
should fail to express his opinion about the 
street cow.

Interesting Comparative Kecord For Four Years Past 
by the Agricultural Bureau. 

The weather is the staple of most of our conver- 
sations. Thegovernment has gone to great ex- 
pense to let the peopleknow what is going on in 
the atmosphere, and the weather bureau newsis 
always read with interest. For eight years past 
Captain R. J. Redding bas kept a record of the 
thermometer and the rail-fal! at the agricultural 
bureau in the capitol. Itisaninteresting compar- 
ison. Very commonly people.remark;that the weath- 
ernever wasso hotorcold before. The figuresare 
fatal to such assertions. It will be noticed that the 
past March was much cooler than the average for 
that month foreight years. Only one March in 
that period has been cooler and that was in 1581. 
The first three months of 1881 were the wettest we 
have known during eight. ‘Ihey had over twenty- 
nine juches of rainfall, while the average rainfall] 
of the entire year is about forth-eight to fifty 
inches. The rainfall for the first three months of 
the current year has been about the average. Cap- 
tain Redding’s figures are as follows:

The toltal expenses of a 
two davs’ session could not well be more than £2,500 
including what little extra cost may attach to the 
juaugural ceremonies. ‘The mileage of the mem- 
beis cannot be much more than $2,500, and $5,000 
thus seemsa reasonable estimate for the total ex- 
penses. Some questions may be rased as 
to the payment of mileage for the 
extra session. At the first extra session held after 
the adoption of the present constitution, the ques- 
tion was raised as to whether mileage was not 
intended to apply only to the regular forty days’ 
session, but the legislature with only a few dissent- 
ing votes ordered the payment of the mileage for 
the extra session. THE CONSTITUTION simply says 
that the pay of members shall not exceed $4 a day 
and the mileage shall not exceed 
ten cents per nile by the near- 
est practicable route in going to and returning 
from the capital. The almost unanimous opinion of 
those who have discussed the question 1s that mem- 
bers are entitled to pay and mileage for any extra 
session.

To thejExecutive Committee International Cotton 
Exposition—Gentlemen: The close of the Cotton ex- 
position was by no means the close of work in the 
oflice of your treasurer, The enterprise was begun 
on a totally insufficient capital. The stock sub- 
scriptions, reported large at first, gradually dimin- 
isbed to a little overone hundred thousand dollars; 
and ifthis amount had been all we could have ex- 
spectedin the beginning, the enterprise would, no 
doubt.,have baen either pitched on a smaller scale 
or abandoned. But whenthe fact became fully 
known we had gone too far to recede. Then came 
the struggle on the part of the entire management 
between making the exposition equal to the promi- 
ses made exhibitors and the expectations of 
the public, on the onehand, and the danger of 
getting into hopeless insolvency on the other, by 
presuming too far op our probable in- 
ceme. It is needless here to relate how. with 
the board, with the director-general, and with the 
treasurer, 80 many weary days and restiess nights 
were spent in studying how to meetalil these points; 
especially when the [first six weeks of the oxposi- 
tion were cruelly disappointing in results. At the 
end of this time it appeared almost inevitable that 
the entire stock subscribed would be. swept away 
and the corporation be badly in debt at the end of 
the remaining time. 

The last six weeks, however, were very encourga- 
ing and profitable; andat the end of the three 
mouths it was apparent to your treasurer, if proper 
attention was given, the corporation could pay its 
debts, but would have scarcely anything Jeft for its 
stockholders. 

Perhaps the most difficult part of his work had 
to be done between the cloce of the exposition and 
the presenttime. Claims of different character— 
some of them unexpected and unknown—were pre- 
sented. The heads of some of the different depart- 
ments, as wellas the director-general, had been 
called by their engagements to Other parts of the 
country, and information on many of the claims 
had to be sought by long and tedious correspond- 
ence, Severaiclaims—some of them obviously un- 
just—were in litigation. It required time and pa- 
tience to settle t) is business; and in it I have been 
assisted especially by Colonel B. F. Abbott, attorney 
for the Corporation, as well as by several members 
of the general committee, including the director- 
general, and secretary. 

Your treasurer is glad to report that the claims 
ard suits are entirely settled, or at least to an ex- 
tent that will justify a return to the stockholders of 
what is left in his hands.
